More than 1,500 ifves were lost with 
the Titanic. 

The Carpathia has aboard her some 
700of the, Titanic's passengers. 

Of this number the pames of 382 of 
the 610 first and second cabin .passen- 
gers which the Titanic carried have 
been wireléssed. ashore and are printed 
elsewhere in THE TIMES. 

The names of 126: steerage passengers 
were wirelessed to the United States 
scout ‘cruiser Chester, and by her ‘re- 
layed to her sister ship, the Salem, 
whence Ahey were sent to the torpedo 
station at Newport, -R. I.

a. most delightful holiday. Time has, 
indeed, dealt gently with: him. - None 
would think the hale looking man, with 
the bright, critical eyes of the con- 
noisseur, was celebrating his seventy- 
fifth birthday. 

.His table was covered with stacks 
of letters and telegrams from all parts 
of the world, several from royalties and 
rulers of States, and others from 
friends, associates, and admirers, all 
bringing to him greetings and congrat- 
ulations. 

Characteristic of the great American 
is the way he had planned to celebrate 
his birthday.

Mr. Morgan, who: was informed of 
{the Titanic disaster by a telegram from 
THp New York Truves, has kept the 
wires hot with requests for the latest 
information. He has-.repeatedly tele- 
phoned. to.London and Paris, and has 
maty times queried New York direct. 
Mrs. -Burns, Mr. Morgan's sister; -who 
arrived with him from Florence last 
Sunday also keenly felt the shock of 
the Titanic calamity. ‘The people of 
Aix have grown.accustomed to her in- 
variable kindness toward them, and are 
proud of the’ fact that Mr, Morgan chose 
their: town in: which-to pass his seven- 
ty-fifth birthday. 

Mr. Morgan has apparently no idea 
of retiring-from active life... In fact, 
there“is no “one.more intensely. inter- 
ested in the world’s affairs than‘ he. 

He is one of the few men of note who 
€6 not take physical exercise. He says 
he ‘finds -the.best*rule “for health to 
be contentment, ; cheerfulness, and not 
to expect \too™much “from others—a 
motto similar -to: that of Andrew Car- 
negie. At present he is taking sulphur 
baths and massage every morning, and 
occasionally ‘the _Naunheim treatment 
which is-given here.

just, because white citizens could not 
take up so much public land t is de- 
clared also that the new State has been 
handicap because of large reservations 
of land in. it by Federal officials on ac- 
eount of. forests and minerals.

To be ‘Increased. to 60,000 by Ald of 
$10,000,000 Bond~{ssue. 


LAREDO, fexas, April 17.—Mexico’s

They embraced many 
features of interest, but the main inter- 
est will be centered, it is believed, in 
the announeéd production of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac,” music by Walter Damrosch, 
and book by W. J. Henderson. 

“We shall give the work as early in 
the season as possible,” said Mr. Gatti- 
Casazza yesterday, “probably in January. 
The leading part,’a baritone role, will be 
sung by Mr. Amato. The other char- 
acters have not as yet been decided upon. 
The book is extremely well written, in 
English, of course, and follows Rostand’s 
play closely. There are four acts. The 
battle scene and the convent scene are 
connected by an intermezzo. The play 
is so appealing and the music of stich a 
delightfully melodious nature that I have 
the greatest hopes for its’ popular suc- 

It is kndwn that Mr. Damrosch and Mr. 
Henderson have been at work on this 
opera, which is Mr. Damrosch's second 
attempt in this direction, for some time. 
So early as 1904, Mr. Henderson prepared 
the libretto, and Mr. Damrocsh wrote the 
piano score. At that ‘time, however, there 
seemed to be no chance of getting it pro- 
duced,* and the work was abandoned for 
a time. The role, MNoxane, the precieuse, 
is written for a coloratura soprano- and 
was originally written with Mme Melba 
in mind. 

Recently Mr. Damrosch entirely revised 
the work, and is at present engaged in 
orchestrating it, a task he has not yet 
completed. He has promised, however, 
to have the last note dry by the first of 
September. Mr. Hertz will conduct the 
opera and it is probable that Mr. Mar- 
tin will sing the part of Christian. Per- 
haps Mme. Alda will sing Roxane, and 
perhaps Miss Farrar. The aistribution is 
hot settled upon as yet, beyond the prin- 
cipal part.

“In writing the work,” said Mr. Hen-

When it. finally becomes tragic I have re- 
sorted to blank verse to give the change 
in effect. 

“Besides Cyrano, Roxane; and Chris- 
tian, there are two other important char- 
acters, that of the pastry’ cook, and that 
of de’ Guiche, @ bass role. The role of the 
duentia is nét of the first importance.”
